Statement of services for which the decoration hat been 
awarded 

On the 26th October, 1982, ‘D’ Coy of 22nd Bn., CRPF, 
came to Amritsar. Constable Khalid Kamal Ansari was 
deployed alongwith others in connection with “Ram Naumi” 
procession. He was positioned at Ghantaghar near the Golden 
Temple alongiwth Sub-Inspector Pumn Singh, The procession 
followed the prescribed route and at about 1530 hrs. the tail 
end of the procession reached Ghantaghar. Shri Ansari 
remained at the place of bis duty for hours and did not show 
any sign of complacency even though the procession was 
coming to an end Suddenly he spotted a grenade like 
object a few vards from him. Seeing danger to members of the 
public around him, he immediately rushed at. the object and 
went down to pick it up and threw it away. He took great 
personal risk in doing so. The grenade exploded no sooner 
than he went down to pick it up. He absorbed the blast of 
the explosion by his body cover and thus prevented the splin¬ 
ters from reaching members of the crowd. In this process 
he died of multiple injuries.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 23rd May, 1982, at 12.30 p.m., a telephonic infor¬ 
mation was received at P.S. Sukhdeo Nagdr that two veteran 
professional criminals, namely Udai Prasad Sahu of Aryapuri 
and Bijai Kumar Sinha of Alkapuri have been seen going on a 
Motor Cycle from Kumhortoli Mohalla towards Khadgarha 
Mohalla. After recording the information in the police 
Station Diary, Assistant Sub-Inspector Jai Ram Singh and 
Assistant Sub-Inspector Padam Nath Upadhyaya left the 
Thana to intercept the criminals. They spotted the criminals 
on a Motor Cycle on Ratu Road near Chhota Nagpur Delhi 
Body Builders Shop. Seeing the police Officers the criminals 
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turned their Motor Cycle in a lane towards the north. The 
Police Officers followed the criminals and ordered them to 
stop but they did not. Seeing the police officers after them 
anH coming close, Bijai Kumar Sinha who was sitting on the 
back seat took out a country made pistol from his person and 
fired a shot at the chasing police officers which luckily missed 
them. The police officers did not deter from their pursuit. 
Then the criminal took out a hand bomb from his cloth bag 
nnd threw it on the police officers. It exploded but the two 
police officers ascaped unhurt. Inspite of this, the police 
officers did not lose heart and they continued to follow the 
•criminals. Criminal Bijai Kumar Sinha tried to take out 
another bomb from his bag but Udai Prasad Sahu who woo 
driving the Motor Cycle lost balance and they fell down. In 
the meantime the bomb exploded. Both the Assistant Sub- 
Inspectors pounced upon the fleeing criminals. Bijai Kumar 
S inha was slightly injured and was sent for medical aid. 

Assistant Sub-Inspector Jal Ram Singh took charge of the 
arrested criminal Bijai Kumar Sinha, Motor Cycle and other 
exhibits at the spot and Assistant Sub-Inspector Upadhyaya 
chased the other criminal Udal Prasad Sahu with other officers 
and men of P.S. Sukhdeo Nagar.

On the night of 26th January, 1983 at about 2200 hrs. a 
gang of about 20-25 extremists armed with rifles and other 
flie-anns and led personally by self-styled Col. Chuni Kolai 
came to Gurucharan Para of South Gakulnagar Police out- 
Post and kidnapped four persons. The hue and cry raised 
by the villagers over this incident alerted south Gakulnagar 
Police Out-Post and the CRPF Camp located there. 

A CRPF Patrol alongwith Constable Subodh Deb Banna 
immediately left South Gakulnagar in search of the extremists. 
Shri Burma was leading the CRPF Patrol towards the direc¬ 
tion to which the extremists had gone from Gurucharan Para. 
The Patrol was fired upon near Ram Chandra Para by the 
extremists who had in the meanwhile laid ambush for it. 
Undettcred by the shower of bullets, the CRPF returned the 
fire. Shri Barrna continued to advance to pinpoint the posi¬ 
tion from where the extremists were firing. While he was 
indicating the above position to CRPF by shouting, he was 
hit by a bullet fired by one of the extremists and died on the 
spot. As a result of encounter with the extremists, all the 
four kidnapped persons were rescued,

A guard consisting of H. C. Shiv 
Nath Ram and Constables Nathu Singh, Laxman Singh, 
Sobhag Singh and Toophan Singh was sent for the protection 
of vehicle as well as the driver. At about 12.15 hours, the 
vehicle reached the water point Kangvai. Constables Toop¬ 
han Singh and Sobhang Singh were busy in filling water in tho 
tank from a nearby tap, while other membera of the guard 
were guarding the vehicle. Constable Nathu Singh and 
Constable laxman Singh were detailed to guard the vehicle 
from the rear and were at a distance of about 35 yeards from 
others. Suddenly the extermists opened fire on them with 
automatic weapons. Both the Constable returned the 
fire killing one extremist on tho spot. Both the Constable# 
sustained bullet injuries in their chests and succumbed to tho 
injuries on the spot. Tho extremists took the rifles of these 
constables and made good their escape through adjoining 
paddy fields. 

In the encounter with the extremists Constable Nathu 
Sifingh and Constable Laxman Singh exhibited conspicuous 
gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

On the 24th June, 1982', Shri Baljit Singh, SHO Police 
Station Narwana, was on duty at T Point, Narwane, when he 
got information on wireless that a day-light robbery had been 
committed in the Punjab National Bank Uchana at about 
1.10 P,M. He alongwith the Police party consisting of 
Constables Kashmir Singh. Ram Chander, Baljit Singh and 
Gulab-Singh (Driver) sped towards Uchana in a Jeep. When 
he reached near village Dumerkhan, ASI Ved Parkash along¬ 
with Head Constable Balkar Singh and Shri Sat Dev Pahwu, 
Manager and Shri Ram Niwas, Cashier, Punjab National 
Bank, Uchana met him and gave him the details of the 
robbery and the route on which these four criminals were 
proceeding on two separate Motor Cycles.

The 
second Motor cycle was also left by the other criminals when 
they saw their two companions leaving their Motor Cycle on 
the canal bank. 

The remaining three desparadoes ran towards the open 
field and started firing on the Police Party. The injured dcs- 

? eradoe* was left in the custody of ASI, Ved Prakash and 
lead Constable Balkar Singh, Shri Baljit Singh went ahead 
chasing the remaining three criminals. Meanwhile, the S.P., 
Jind accompanied by the Dy. Commisionet, Jind, reached 
there with more Police force. Both the Police parties chased 
the three criminals and ultimately succeeded in arresting them. 
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The Police were able to recover the entire robbed money and 
also succeeded In the recovery of un-licenced country made 
pistols and a gun alongwith two Motor-Cycles used by the 
Criminals as means of transport.

On the 8th September, 1980, Shri Siddhartha Roy, S.D.P.O., 
Islampur, received an information that some criminals carry¬ 
ing fire arms and lethal weapons had assembled in the house 
of one Kachalu alias Ashimddin, P.S. Chakulia, District West 
Dinajpur with a view to commit dacoity in the house of Shri 
Surendra Nath Dar. Immediately on recepit of this infor¬ 
mation, Shri Roy pushed to the spot with the available officers 
and men including Shri Satish Chandra Mehara, Constable. 
Arriving at village Saur, theSDPO laid an ambush with 
his party near the house of Kachalu alias Ashiruddln. On 
sighting the police, the dacoits opened fire on the police 
party. Shri Roy and the police party returned the fire- Duo 
to this exchange of fire, Shri Roy and Shri Mehara sustained 
bullet injuries but they stuck to their task undeterred by the 
injuries. As a result of police liming, the dacoits could not 
make good their escape. Nine veteran dacoits were killed 
on the spot and two dacoits were seriously injured. One of 
the injured dacoits succumbed to his injury later on.

Salehkar Samiti, the Government of India in the Ministry

*T. Two awards will be given by the Ministry of Ship¬ 
ping and Transport every year to the authors to encourage 
them for writing original and standard books in Hindi on 
the following subjects relating to Shipping and Transport:— 

(i) Chartering. 

(ii) Ship building, 

(iii) Marine Engineering. 

<Iv) Highway Engineering. 

(v) Inland Water Transport. 

(vi) Ports, Port and Dock Labour. 

(vli> Road Transport 

(vili) Shipyard. 

(Ix) Lighthouse and Lightships. 
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Of the above two awards, one will be known as Dr. 
Vasalev Saran Agarwal Award and the other as Dr. Moti 
Chandra Award. Hie value of the first award will be Rs. 
10,000/- (Rupees ten thousand only) and that of second 
award will be of Rs. 5,000/- (Rupees five thousand only). 

2. The Ministry of Shipping and Transport will have the 
right to select the persons for giving away the award. 

3. This award can be given to any Indian Citizen, All 
printed or manuscript of the books will be accepted for con¬ 
sideration. These books should be original and do not in¬ 
fringe the copy right of others. 

4. Only such books will bo accepted for consideration of 
tho award which have been published before 14th Septem¬ 
ber, in the year of award. The period from 14th September 
of any year to the 13th September of the next year will be 
treated as award year. 

5. Under this scheme books etc. will be accepted upto 31st 
October of the year. The decision of the award will be 
declared by the lJth January so that the award Is disbursed 
before the end of the financial year. (Since this is the 1st 
year of award, books/manuscripts will be accepted upto 30th 
November, 1982) 

6. There will be an ‘Evaluation Committee’ for selecting 
the best book/manuscript 

7. There will be seven members in this Committee includ¬ 
ing its Chairman. The Chairman and member-Secretary of 
the Hindi Salahkar Samitl of the Ministry of Shipping and 
Transport will be its ex-officio Chairman and member-Secre¬ 
tary. 

8. The 'Evolution Committee’ will be constituted by the 

Ministry of Shipping and Transport The names of the 
members of the Committee and the proceedings of the Evalu- 
tion Committee will be kept secret. i 

9. Tn case any vacancy arises due to resignation of the 
member of any other reasons then the vacancy will be filled 
up by the Ministry of Shipping and Transport. 

10. No award will be given to the members of the Evalua¬ 
tion Committee or to any of their relatives. 

11. The duties of the members of the Evaluation Commit¬ 
tee will be to assess the books received on the basis of 
their merit and to recommend in order the names of the 
authors and their books to the Ministry of Shipping and 
Transport for giving away the award. 

12. The Evaluation Committee will be constituted every 
year. 

13. Every member will be given Rs. 200/- each as remune¬ 
ration except the ex-officio members assessing the books/ 
maunscripts of the candidates. 

14. The Ministry of Shipping and Transport will release a 
notice in this regard in leading newspapers of English and 
Hindi to Invite the attention of authors and publishers. The 
Ministry of Shipping and Transport can include any book 
for consideration on its own. 

15. The authors/Publishers would send three copies of 
the book(s) or manuscripts by name to the member-Secre¬ 
tary of the Evaluation Committee. The books/manuscrlpts 
so received will be returned to the author/publisher immedia¬ 
tely after the declaration of award. 


16. If any book has already been awarded then no award 
will be given on that book under this scheme. The authors 
will have to famish a certificate in this regard to the Minis¬ 
try of Shipping and Transport within a fortnight after decla¬ 
ration of the award. 

17. If one or more books/manuscripts are considered orl- 
gional and upto the mark for any of the award then tho 
amount will equally be devided among them. 

18. Any author/publisher can send more than one entries 
but no author will get more than one award. 

19. Every member of the 'Evaluation Committee’ shall sub¬ 
mit his recommendation within a period of one month of the 
receipt of the books except the member-Secretary. 

20. It is expected from the members of ‘Evaluation Com¬ 
mittee’ that they will keep their recommendations secret. 

21. The office of the ‘Evaluation Committee’ willl work 
under the supervision of the member-Secretary of the Hindi 
Salakhar Samiti of the Ministry.
